The cities of Chino and Stanton 
found a partner Monday afternoon 
as the City Council of Santa Ana 
voted 5 to 2 to join the Inter-county 
Airport Authority...successor to the 
Chino Hills Airport Authority. 

The action was taken without a 
single dissenting opinion from the 
audience, once peopled with 
Opponents of the tri-city move to 
decide where a several-county-area 
will locate an international jet 
airport. 

Monday's vote may have been a 
surprise to the opposition which has 
found the airport authority vote 


postponed five times on the 
council's agenda. 
The Monday merger placed 


Orange County's largest city firmly 
in the pro-airport camp, with, 
however, a number of conditions 
and reservations. 

The reaction from PATCH 
(Prevent Airport Through Chino

Hills) an organization of north 
Orange County citizens, head- 
quartered in Yorba Linda, was 
instantaneous and vocal as George 
Hayward, a member of the board 
declared that PATCH is ‘‘shocked 
and dismayed.”’ 

‘It would appear that the City 
Council of Santa Ana has committed 
their city to the airport project much 
the same way the previous city 
administration of Anaheim did," 


Hayward complained. 

‘Neither city placed the major 
issue before the people prior to 
taking action,’’ Hayward pointed 
out. 

The Monday vote puts new 
Strength into a faltering airport 
endeavor, first concocted as The 
Chino Hills Airport Authority. This 
organization, dedicated to building 
an international jet airport in the 
rugged Chino Hills was an 


understanding between the cities of 
Anaheim, Chino and Stanton. 
Disagreement on a number of 
issues involved in the multi-million 
doilar enterprise and a_ pubic 
election of officials in the city of 
Anaheim. in which the airport was a 
prime issue, brought about the 
withdrawal of Anaheim and 
temporary dissolusion of the 
authority.

Another innovation for those not 
born with the proper length finger 
for guitar playing, but who have a 
yen to play nevertheless are narrow 
necked guitars, a refinement 
brought about by Sceusa, who found 
conventional guitar necks too large 
around for comfortable fingering. 
These are the result of several years 
of experimentation and are now 
patented. 

Sceuisa, who was born in Niagara 
Falls, New York, plays drums and 
guitar and may look familiar to those 
who frequent such places as The 
Palms Restaurant in Anaheim, the 
Disneyland Hotel or the Orange 
County Fair. Jerry's Dance Band 
has played at all these places and 
more. 

His ability to fashion musical 
instruments and to play them is a 
product of Old World teachers and

Sunday a building in the La Jolla 
neighborhood of Placentia will be 
dedicated to Chester I. Whitten, not 
far from the spot where on March 3, 
1938 flood waters swept through the 
community, claiming several lives. 

That night around 400 men, 
women and children huddled into 
the then-named La Jolla School, the 
women and children up on top of 
cupboards to protect them when 
‘the flood waters rose five feet in 
five minutes."’ 

Allof those fortunate enough tobe 
with La Jolla School Principal 
Chester Whitten that night were 
saved. 

The only loss of life were the few 


_who left the school in the .early 


morning hours, believing that 
danger had past. None survived. 

Some occupants of the school that 
night, when the Santa Ana River 
swelled over its banks and took the 
Yorba Bridge with it, right up into 
the rooms of the school, now called 
McFadden, doubtlessly were among 
neighbors who indicated to Placen- 
tia City Hall that they would like to 
name their brand new Community 
Center for the man who was 
principal of the community school 
for 33 years...Chester Whitten. 

The dedication will be held at 2 
p.m. Sunday, January 26 with 
Councilman L. Jack Gomez as 
Chairman, at the new building on 
Melrose Street north of McFadden 
School.

Backs, who with his wife Angeline 
Kraemer Backs has given Placentia 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
worth of valuable lands and gifts of 
money, was admitted to the hospital 
a week and a half ago suffering from 
severe phlebitis and arthritis in his 
legs. 

After admission, he was trans- 
ferred to the hospital's tower 5, the 
intensive care coronary unit. He 
reportedly has been ill for a week 
preceding his admittance. 

The hospital was issuing no 
information of any kind except to 
relatives and would neither confirm 
or deny the seriousness or progress 
of his iliness.

This unique generosity in the 
city’s history, first provided an 
11-acre Kraemer Memorial Park at 
Bradford and Chapman Avenues. 
The original acreage was later 
embellished with the purchase of the 
old American Legion Hall, a well 
known landmark in this area, which 
was later town down to provide more 
park space. 

One of the conditions of the 
building's sale and removal was that 


a memorial to veterans be provided 
on the spot. 

Mr. and Mrs. Backs, to date, have 
contributed more than $100,000 in 
donations to the city for the 
construction of a unique Veteran's 
Fountain and Plaza to honor the local 
and nation’s heroes of battle. 

The fountain, a complex work of 
art, is being built at the corner of 
Chapman and Walnut Avenues. 
Totally automatic, the fountain, 
when completed, will provide three 
levels of cascading waters beneath 
four dolphins, especially made for 
the showpiece in a foundry in Oslo, 
Norway. The impressive sculptures 
are the work of artist John 
E.Svenson. 

The fountain will be 20 feet in 
diameter and rise 15S feet tall.

A major effort to save the 
Bradford Family Home and restore 
and make it suitable for public use 
was fortified here this week with 
several plans announced concerning 
the structure. 

The home and grounds surround- 
ing it were originally donated to the 
city of Placentia by members of the 
Bradford family. 

A suggestion also has been made 
that if the home cannot practically be 
maintained in its present location on 
Palm Drive between Bradford 
Avenue and Kraemer Boulevard, 
that it might permanently be 
established on the Key Ranch 
grounds, which along with the Key 
home have been scheduled for 
preservaton. The Key Ranch is on 
Bastanchury Road. 

Such a venture, the establishment 
of a Heritage Square would depend 
on a number of things, Cecil 
Rospaw, Placentia, a member of the 
Orange County Historical Commis- 
sion outlined. 

One would be sufficient flat land 
at the Key Ranch, which is rolling 
terrain, for a second home to be 
established. 

Elaborate landscaping plans for 
the area where the Bradford Home 
now stands, have been drawn up in 
duplicate by the city Parks and 
Recreation Department. One would 
present a colorful panorama of trees, 
landscaping, bike paths and rest 
rooms but would not include the 
home. 

A second set leaves the house 
where it stands.

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the Mexican-Americans who pre- 
dominated the area."’ 

The citation also notes that 
Whitten had not missed one single 
day away from school in the 33 year 
period, for illness. 

“I think I had around 250 days of 
sick leave,’ Whitten recalls now on 
his retirements...unfortunately at 
that time, not paid for. 

Whitten, who will be 72 in 
February, first made his livelihood 
with his brothers as a plasterer. ‘‘I 
was making so much more than 
school teachers, I couldn't afford to 
quit,’” he recalls. 

But quit he did to begin teaching 
for $117 a month. ‘The school 
janitor was making $125 a month 
and working 12 months a year." 

Two years after he began teaching 
he was named principal. He was 
retired because of his age in 1968. 

Whitten recalls: ‘‘We had 
practically no truancy at school, 
because if the students weren't at 
school, I would check on them right 
away, all I could by telephone, but 
then the ones I couldn't reach, I 
would check with by car. 
Consequently they knew right away 
if they didn’t show up for school, I'd 
be out at their house!" 

*“We had very little truancy."’ 

Concerning the dedication of the 
new Community Center to him, 
Whitten says, ‘‘l am very 
appreciative of it. I have found the 
Mexican people wonderful people to 
work with. You couldn’t work with 
better people than the Mexican 
people. 

“Super cooperative. They were so 
appreciative of any and everything 
that you could do. They have made 
progress. Great progress."’ 

Whitten is a firm believer in 
formal education and decries some 
of the innovations that have been 
guided into education. 


**I think the biggest harm that has 
every been perpetrated on our kids 
in California is this new math. It’s 
ridiculous. It's inexcusable. They 
get the idea if you make a change it's 
good, whether it is or not. 

‘Education is the basics, you 
know. You just simply have to have 
them to be educated. We were very 
formal. We were exceedingly 
formal. The first road block was the 
new math.."’ 

On being principal of McFadden 
School: ‘It was the most delightful 
period of my life.”’ 

“Schools are doing more and 
more and they're getting places 
now, but it took a long time." 


Mr. and Mrs. Whitten :also a 
teacher), even have an ‘‘educated”’ 
house. The lumber in their home 
was first used to build the original 
Placentia School at Placentia and 
Chapman Avenues. The Presbyter- 
ian Church bought that building and 
used the lumber to build a church 
and a parsonage. 


The parsonage was purchased by 
the Whittens and moved to its 
present location on Bradford 
Avenue, where they have done 
extensive remodeling. The couple 
has two grown children, Verial Ann, 
a national championship rider and 
horse showwoman and a son Robert 
who lives in Yorba LInda. 


“I hated plastering with a 
vengeance,’’ Whitten recalls seated 
in his Placentia home. ‘Even 
though I made good money. I hated 
every single day, On the other hand I 
don't think I ever pulled up in front 
of the school that I didn't feel a sense 
of pride and feel that I was attached 
to the school. 


“All the years were 
Everything was wonderful.”

(3) Community schools are best: 
A major source of community pride 
and satisfaction is knowing that the 
neighborhood school provides max- 
imum education opportunities for 
our children. This is especially 
important during the elementary 
school years. When this opportunity 
is not afforded a local community 
and children are transported to a 


distant location, much of — the 
neighborhood involvement disap- 
pears. 


(4) We believe that the governing 
board must be responsive to the 
major groups it represents and we 
pledge to respond to the four groups 
we consider important: the majority 
of the students--those who are 
average or above in achievement 
and are doing well. Also, the 
teachers whose dedication and effort 
make possible good schools; the 
parents and taxpayers who make the 
schools possibie--and in fact are the 
owners; and the students with less 
than average or unsatisfactory 
achievement who yet are a willing 
minority. 

To these candidates, ‘‘respon- 
siveness means that we will try to 
meet the needs of these groups as 
these needs are communicated to 
us’’, they explained.

(7) The magnitude of fiscal affairs 
at PUSD is quite staggering in tetms 
of dollars spent to run the schools. 
Although many decisions have been 
removed to agencies not directly 
responsible to the electorate, the 
opportunity to maximize educational 
benefit from dollars expended 
remains as a primary objective of the 
governing board. Our pledge is to 
administer the fiscal affairs with a 
dedicated effort to spend where a 
quality education benefit is assured. 

(8) We believe there should be an 
underlying policy or objective in all 
school planning and plan implemen- 
tation which seeks to elevate the 
level of achievement of all students. 
This policy would seek to unlock tne 


vast potential for excellence which , 


most are born with but which few 
ever realize. 

*‘A substantial effort has been 
expended during 1974 in an 
examination of the PUSD governing 
board, administration and related 
educational program offered. It is 
our trust that our renewed interest in 
quality education will provide the 
electorate a new dimension that 
appears needed,’’ their statement 
concludes.

City Council Grants 
Chamber *8,032 Fund 


A concentrated effort to streng- 
then the Placentia Chamber of 
Commerce and expand its hours and 
services, has been approved by the 
Placentia City Council with a city 
grant of $8,032. 

The action reverses the Cham- 
ber’s two year effort to remain self 
sustaining. 

Joe Hyde, Manager of the 
Chamber said that the city monies 
would be used principally for 
salaries. Personnel of the chamber 
includes Hyde and Phyllis Stam- 
baugh, Executive Secretary. 

Hyde explained that the self 
Sustaining effort not only cut back 
the organization's spectrum of 
activities but curtailed the number 
of hours that the office could 
function. 

Businesses in Placentia, for the 
most part, are not giants, and if dues 
are raised high enough to cover all 
expenses, most businesses cannot 
afford to join, Hyde outlined. The 
Chamber currently has about 15 per 
cent of business firms enrolled, 
considered a good percentage. 

Beside the expanded office hours, 
which will run from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
Monday through Friday, the 
Chamber will immediately resume 
compilation of the Community 
Economic Profile and update this 
study, Mrs. Stambaugh said. 

Other activities will include the 
monthly general membership meet- 
ings with informative guest 


speakers, held each month at the 
Alta Vista Country Club. Also the 
Chamber will sponsor two joint City 


Council-Business Community 
Breakfast meetings each year {o 
nurture discussion on the business 
community needs. The first of these 
will be held in February. 

The Chamber also will Sponsor 
Candidate's Nights for City Council, 
School Board or Library elections 
when they are current and will hold 
an expanded Miss Placentia contest. 

A membership drive is scheduled 
for April and in May an expansion of 
Student in Government Day, which 
is expected to include a luncheon for 
civic leaders and participating 
students. 

August will mark the start of 
planning for the annual Pancake 
Breakfast, a sustaining feature of 
Placentia Heritage Festival Days 
and September will begin the search 
for the Citizens of the Year, with 
awards made in November.

Reading Lab Aids Skills 


While parents and educa- 
tors throughout the state 
decry the lack of language 
skills in students, the staff 
at Van Buren Elementary 
School in Placentia is doing 
something about it. 

Almost 400 third through 
sixth grade students are 


participating in a new 
reading skills program 
utilizing a ‘“‘lab’’ which 
provides thousands of 


pieces of learning materials 
in various media to enable 
children to select the 
learning methods which fit 
their individual needs. 

Although preparations 
for the project have been 
underway for almost a year, 
the program didn’t actually 
begin until October, ex- 
plained Van Buren principal 
Stan Graham. 

“Our staff spent many 
hours studying the needs of 
our students and finding the 
most effective method to 
meet those needs,"’ he said. 
Graham had used _ the 
reading skills program in 
another district and intro- 
duced it to his staff. 

Initial funding of $6,800 
was provided by the 


Placentia district under the © 


exemplary pilot project 
budget, and the school 
expects to maintain the 
program through their own 
budgeting procedures, he 
said. 

“To my knowledge, this 
program has not been 
instituted without federal 
funding,’’ he said. ‘*We’re 
working to keep the cost low 
enough that it can be used 
in other schools in the 
district." 

A primary saving came in 
the form of help from 
parents who worked with 
teachers and their hus- 
bands to build the approxi- 
mately 600 bins used in the 
lab to hold the instructional 
materials. 

Before the program 
actually got underway, 
every child was inventoried 
to determine his reading 
level and the levels of each 
of six areas of reading skills: 
vocabulary development, 
phonetic analysis, struc- 
tural analysis, factual com- 
prehension, inferential 
comprehension and _ re- 
search skills. 

An individual profile card 
and progress record was 
prepared for each child, so 
that teachers can prescribe 


the proper learning ma- 
terials. 

Each class may spend 30 
minutes each day using the 
lab, in addition to regular 
reading. When children 
enter the lab, the teacher 
aide checks their folders to 
see which materials they 
are to use that day, 
retrieves the materials from 
the bins and gives them to 
the children. 

Sometimes children may 
work in the lab, particularly 
if several students are 
listening to the same record 
or cassette at a central 
listening post. Usually, 
however, students take the 
materials back to their 
classrooms to do the work, 
where they can_ get 
individual help from their 


teachers or classroom 
aides. 

The lab is manned by 
teacher aides Karen 


Keating and Toni Liebherr 
and three teams of externs 
from California State 
University, Fullerton. In 
addition, 34 parents, 
headed by teacher aide 
chairman Pauline Jimenez, 
assist in “the program, 
Graham said. 

When a student feels he 
has mastered a particular 


skill level, he is given a test 
te determine if he’ can 
continue or ithe nceds more 
work in that area. 

“It's still pretty early in 
the program to say we are 
positive it is producing 
spectacular results, but if 
student enthusiasm affects 
learning, as we know it 
does, we should show very 
positive results,"’ Graham 
said. 

One indication of student 
feeling toward the lab was 
the furor throughout the 
school at the prospect of 
having the lab closed the 
day before winter vacation. 
**Teachers are seeing that 
the program helps children 
take more responsibility for 
their work and their own 
progress,’" he noted.

$19,518,294 was paid to 
89,210 investors. This was 
an increase of $2,490,249 
over the total interest paid 
in 1973. Montgomery said 
the Association will con- 
tinue to pay the regular 
passbook S 1/4% interest 
rate during 1975.
